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Making it in the multiversity - ghost writers on the go

“Why do I do it? Because it makes me 
feel smart,” says Al Berg. “I like it when 
people come around telling me how smart 
lam.” 

Al Berg (not his real name) is a ghost 
writer. He’s one of about 25 people in 
this area who will, for a price, research 
and write almost any assignment from a 
Student’s term paper to an entire doctoral 
thesis 

“Sure, I can write on any subject 
except maybe biological statistics,’ says 
Berg, leaning back in the wicker chair and 
tugging at his thick hlack moustache. “A 
guy asked me to do a PhD paper for him 
on “Nationalism and Technology in 
Tanganyika”. He'd worked on it a year 
and a half, and gotten. nowhere. | 
whipped it out in four days—it came to 
seventy pages.” 


Berg's ‘office” is a ramshackle 
woodframe house near the Berkeley 
campus of the University of California, 
and it’s from here that he deals with his 
clients, mostly students at Cal. Some of 
them are completely dependent on Berg's 
services. ““There’s one guy who can't 
write even so much as a_ three-page 
paper,’ Berg said. “He only takes a few 
units each quarter, so he can afford me.”’ 


Al charges around three dollars a page 
for written work, a rate which is average 
for “custom” ghost writing in the area 
At least four term paper services are listed 
in the classified section of the Daily 
California Uc Berkeley's student 
newspaper 

Berg, in his early thirties, makes 
enough by ghost writing to support a wife 
and two children. “I may have to pay 
taxes this year,”’ he remarked 

Does he feel his work is unethical? 
“The whole educational process is 
unethical. If it wasn't, students wouldn't 
have to come to me in the first place. 
They'd write their own papers, if they

thought they'd be learning something. 
But the competition is so bad, they can’t 
learn at all.” 


Another Berkeley ghost writer 
advertises “professional” editing and 
rewriting in the Daily Californian’s 
classified section. Would she write a term 
paper for pay? 


“No, it’s dishonest. A teacher assumes 
its your work when it isn’t. Sure, the 
system may be unethical, but two wrongs 
don’t make a right.”” Yet her own work 
consists of researching and writing 
manuscripts for professors and 
professional people, for use in academic 
and trade journals. She also ghost writes 
novels, and writes under her own name 


Though Berg’s operation is a small, 
one-man business, ghost writing is a big 
business for a group of national term 





paper cntrepreneurs. Four Boston area 


term paper outfits, International 
Termpapers Incorporated, Universal 
Termpapers, Termpapers Unlimited, and 
Quality Buiishit, were reported to have 
turned out 4,000 papers in the first six 
months of the 1970-1971 school year 
Most of their customers were from 
Harvard and = Yale Since then, 
Termpapers Unlimited and Quality 
Bullshit have opened outlets in the San 
Francisco Bay area. TPU’s western 
affiliate, Termpaper Liberation, offers

The ghost writing racket works both 
ways: term paper businesses are in the 
market tor good papers written by 
students. Termpaper, Inc., of Stanford 
advertises, ‘“‘We buy your essays, themes, 
theses, term papers, dissertations.” At a 
rate of $2.75 per 5 pages, Termpaper, 
Inc.’s offer isn’t all that generous: they 
rese\l the papers at $2.00 per page. A 
midwestern outfit offers to buy student 
papers at a similar rate, but only if the 
papers have been graded ‘A’. 

Term paper services are not always 
welcome in campus communities, even by 
the students. They resent having to slave 
over term papers, when some rich student 
can have the work done by somebody 
else 


Whether ghost writing is ethical or not, 
it’s the student, not the ghost writer, who 
suffers if the ruse is found out. 
Punishment may range from an ‘F’ on the 
paper or the course to probation or even 
dismissal from the college or university. 
Still, it’s hard to prove plagiarism, unless 
the professor receives two identical 
papers, and the term paper services are 
careful not to flood a single campus with 
too many duplicates 

The term paper services themselves are 
not absolutely secure either, although the 
state failed to get an injunction in a court 
case filed against a ghost-writing business 
in Boston, and the legal counsel for 
California's state colleges just announced 
he would seek an injunction against the 
term paper industry here. 

Despite legal attempts to close them 
down, however, it looks like the ghost 
writers may be here to stay. Term paper 
outfits see a need for their services, and 
are not about to let the need go unmet. 
“I think we should only be used by 
students in desperate circumstances,” said 
Barry Jones of Berkeley’s “Know-It-All” 
term paper service. He expects a flood of 
business as the school year wears on.

In a recent newspaper article 
about Fuller, he was quoted as 
saying, “Our whole university 
and educational experience is 
quite wrong. Kids are still being 
baby-sat. I would like to know 
why it is that we have 
disregarded all children’s 
significant spontaneous and 
comprehensive curiosity and in 
our formal education have 
deliberately instituted processes 
leading only to narrow 
specialization.” 

Stewart Brand, editor of The 
Whole Earth Catalog, a catalog 
of “tools for survival” which 
tells where to find information 
on everything from how to 
deliver children to how to bury 
your dead, said that Fuller is 
Godfather of the publication 
The catalog displays nearly three 
pages of Fuller's hooks, ideas, 
maps and plans for geodesic 
domes. 

“I just find the young 
fantasticly beautiful,” Fuller 
said recently. “The most hopeful 
thing about them is that telling 
the truth is spontaneous, lying is 
taught. There is a young world 
growing up that will not play 
any of the games of yesterday's 
establishment, of the cheatthg 
and so forth.” 










Why beauty contests? 


Editor's Note: Tomorrow, at 2 p.m. in Psych. 153, the 
issue of beauty contests on campus will once again be an 
issue of debate. The controversial proposal to eliminate 
such events from the campus atmosphere, passed by the 
Student Affairs Committee earlier this semester, is on the 
agenda of the Faculty Senate for their decision. This 
commentary was submitted by Kirsten Amundsen, 
professor of government at SSC and author of “The 
Silenced Majority.",, aeeee 


It strikes me as odd that in all the noise and 
furor now surrounding the uniquely American 
institution of campus beauty contests, what may 
be the most important question in the debate has 
yet to be raised. Quite simply, the issue is not 
Why shouldn't we have beauty contests in our 
colleges? It is rather: Why should we, indeed? 

The first phrasing of the question suggests, of 
course, that homecoming queen competitions and 
other sexually discriminatory practices in the fun 
and games category are of little consequence or 
can do no harm to students or anyone else 
involved. Just a bit of frivolity, endowed with the 
cloak of tradition—so, why not? 

But beauty contests, like other institutions, 
have an underlying purpose, perform specific 
functions in the overall social scheme. When they 
take place within an educational setting, we must 
be allowed to assume that they somehow relate to 
the goals and philosophy of the educational 
establishment. To discover how, we must go 
beyond reflecting on the insignificance of the 
institution involved. To Sook at the question with 
open eyes, to truly comprehend the issue at hand, 
we must focus on what it is that beauty contests 
do, on campuses and elsewhere. How do they 
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affect the learning opportunities and life chances 
of the students here? What purposes do they serve, 
really? 

Let us take a close look at what happens in, for 
instance, a homecoming queen contest. First, a 
selection process takes place. A few presumably 
lucky girls are selected from among their sisters for 
having certain physical endowments and 
personality characteristics. Are the “qualities” 
sought and so singularly rewarded in any way 
related to the girls’ performance as students? Of 
course not. Do they, then, have to do with creative 
abilities, with intellectual endowment, with just 
human worth, or, heaven forbid, political 
contributions? No, again. The only basis of 
selection in this one campus contest designed 
specifically to honor girl students is this: their 
popularity with the boys. And that popularity is 
dependent, it is clear, on having a pretty face, 4 
tempting figure and a personality pleasing to male 
egos. Nothing else 
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Let us follow the process to its very end: after 
being packaged, paraded and measured in front of 
audiences, usually heavily male, a few are selected 
for interviews by a special panel set up to judge 
their “‘personalities.”” Again, what are the judges 
looking for? To have a vacuous, pretty face, just 
the right size and shape of bust, buttocks and legs 
and to be willing to show it all off in front of 
glaring strangers, all that is not enough—the girl 
must also be “likeable,” that is, she must exhibit 
the proper mixture of goodness, cleanliness and 
humility to get the stamp of approval among those 
who like their women just so 

Presentable she must also be~ in front of the 
media as well as crowds. It is important, for 
instance, that she be able to say a few lines clearly 
and without mispronunciation and even, on 
occasion, “think on her feet,” that is, give 
reasonable and legible answers to impromptu 
questions from newsmen

If we aren’t pretty by nature, we 
should at least improve upon it by using the right 
makeup, hairdo, creams and perfumes, and if our 
figures do not measure up, well, there are all those 
clever clothes which either conceal or add, and 
anyway, make us fashionable. 

It certainly is good for business. And what's 
good for business, etc.—? It is good for something 
else, as well. A most remarkable device this is for 
dividing women among themselves, to discourage 
and prevent the development of any genuine 
sisterhood. When talents, ambition, intelligence are 
to be channeled only towards pleasing males, then 
we are all competitors, of course. Can one 
cooperate and even like someone who like oneself 
is after the one and only prize worth pursuing? 
Not much. 

i can hear the argument now: But the guys 
chase gals too, don’t they? Oh yes,—and we don’t 
really want to change that. But men have other 
goals, other ambitions considered normal, proper 
and worthwhile. For them the “models” set forth 
do not propose the exclusive pursuit and capture 
of a member of the opposite sex. Indeed, we 
should think very poorly of a male with such 
limited vision and restricted abilities. This is the 
fate of women only, or so the beauty contests

The dehumanization and objectification of 
women that take place in this peculiar selection 
process is of special consequence in the 
educational environment. The effect of it all on 
the female half of the student body is likely to be 
a stifling of ambition, a rejection of intellectual 
pursuits, a channeling of energies in that one 
direction most “profitable’’ by the beauty contest. 
It is impossible to see what educational objectives 
are being served by the continuance of what may 
appropriately be called human cattle parades. 
Unless, of course, the powers mean to still 
influence women into seeing themselves as sex 
objects first and foremost? Unless administrators, 
faculty and student leaders are really content with 
“keeping women in their places” at the expense of 
the full and free development of our human 
capacities—?
